9 lyn, New York. 

10 (b) FULL-SITE CHARACTERIZATION AND COLLEC­

11 TION OF NEW FIELD EVIDENCE.-In carrying out the 

12 study under this section, the Administrator shall conduct 

13 a full-site characterization of the underground petroleum 

14 spill, including the investigation, collection, and analysis 

15 of new and updated data and field evidence on the full 

16 extent of the petroleum spill, including any portion of the 

17 spill that has been diluted into surrounding waters, and 

18 any surrounding soil contamination or soil vapor contami­

19 nation. 
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1 (c) REPORT.-Not later than one year after the date 

2 of enactment of this Act, the Administrator shall submit 

3 a report containing the results of the study to the Com­

4 mittee on Environment and Public Works and the Com­

5 mittee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the 

6 Senate and the Committee on Transportation and Infra­

7 structure of the House of Representatives. 
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
